Basketball   Squad   1946-47 


The  1946-47  team  was  composed  largely  of  boys  who 
had  no  previous  varsity  experience.  The  team  was  also 
small  with  no  player  exceeding  the  six  foot  mark.  What 
they  lacked  in  height  had  to  be  made  up  by  team  play, 
individual  cleverness  and  speed.  The  following  is  the 
roster  for  the  1947  team  of  four  seniors  and  six  juniors. 

JERRY  STUCKY — A  veteran  of  three  years'  varsity  experience. 
He  played  center  and  was  especially  adapted  at  retrieving  re- 
bounds from  both  bankboards.  He  was  also  an  excellent 
defensive  player  and  scored  his  share  of  points.  Stucky  is  a 
senior  and  played  on  two  sectional  championship  teams. 

JOHN  SMITH — a  veteran  of  two  years  of  varsity  experience.
